− Some respondents felt the yellow ribbon should be 
incorporated into other designs as well. 

• Staff Recommendation: Proceed with Artwork Design 3 (as 
the base) and further refinement per station design process.
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Executive Committee Action

Next steps in Station Windscreen Artwork.

1. Staff will work with students/teachers to incorporate community 
feedback into the artwork for Huntington Metro, Kings Crossing, 
and Beacon Hill Stations and prepare new drafts.

2. Proceed with staff recommendations for artwork designs for 
Lockheed, Hybla Valley, Woodlawn, and Fort Belvoir stations 
and begin refinement per station design process.
